“So, when I got rid of these nuts in my life and 
these... crazy criminal people, 1 was like, OK, 
Fm going to figure out what’s really 
going on out there.” 

Lisa Marie was also clearly refer- 
ring to Scientology when she talked 
about belonging to a “big sinister 
organization where there was a kind 
of intel and covert ops going on.”

Ron Hubbard in songs. The lyrics of 
her tune So Long include, “Churches, they don’t 
have a soul...

Beckner, who is now retired, 
reveals a staggering blunder may 
have sunk the case from the get-go 
- the house was a three-ring 
circus! 

“I wish we would’ve done a 
much better job of securing and 
controlling the crime scene from 
day one,” he says. 

Earlier, the parents noticed Jon- 
Benet was missing from her bed. 
Patsy, who died of cancer in 2006, 
foimd a ransom note and called 
911. A search failed to find the 
little girl - but John, with two 
friends, eventually went room-to- 


room and found her body in the 
basement boiler room. 

JonBenet’s arms were tied over 
her head, black duct tape covered 
her mouth, a garrote was twisted 
around her neck and her skull 
had been bashed in with a blunt 
object. 

No one has ever been prosecuted. 

As GLOBE reported in our Jan. 
5, 2015 issue, new genetic tests 
prove blood found on JonBenet’s 
clothing didn’t have the same 
DNA as anyone in her family.

“She snuck him into the White House 
when the President was away on the 
frequent ‘official trips’ HE used as 
excuses to visit lovers. 

“Lawford was terrified to be the 
one delivering the Kennedy fam- 
ily’s message to 01’ Blue Eyes. 
Sinatra had a furious temper - 
and that was the start of a feud which 
lasted the rest of their lives. Sinatra 
laughed in Lawford’s face, calling JFK 
‘the world’s biggest whoremaster and 
hypocrite.’ 

“He claimed JFK

But the singer continued his friendship 
with Jackie - even though she broke off 
their affair before her husband’s 1963 
assassination. 

He made a play for Kennedy’s widow 
before she married Greek tycoon 
Aristotle Onassis in 1968 - but by then 
Jackie was bedding her other brother- 
in-law, Robert Kennedy. However, 
when her marriage to Onassis turned 
sour, she hooked up with Sinatra again 
in 1974. 

Win her over 

“For her, it was an opportunity to 
make Ari jealous and settle the score 
for his cheating with opera star Maria 
Callas. Frank knew 
it but didn’t care. He 
figured it was his last 
chance to win her 
over,” says the in- 
sider. “After Ari died, 
Jackie and Frank 
very publicly painted 
New York red in Sep- 
tember 1975.” 

He poured on the 
charm and they end- 
ed up in bed after a 
Sept. 17 bash at the 
Waldorf Astoria. 
The next day, Frank 
told his butler. Bill 
Stapely, “She loves 
me and I love her. 
So you know what? I think I’ll marry 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis!” 

But Jackie had other ideas - and coldly 
broke his heart. “While he was rich, fa- 
mous, funny and fabulous in bed, Jackie 
let him know he wasn’t classy enough 
for her anymore,” says the insider. 
“She played him for a patsy - and he 
never forgave her.”
